The  Aggies  battled  basket  for 
basket,  even  taking  the  lead  back 
momentarily  73* *72,  before  the 
Cougar  depth  and  balanced  scor- 
ing finally  turned  the  tide. 

FIFTY  PERSONAL  fouls  were 
called  in  the  contact  filled  tilt — 
28  against  State  and  22  against 
BYU.  Four  Aggies  were  whistled 
to  the  bench  and  one  BYU  eager 
suffered  a similar  fate. 

Estes  grabbed  the  scoring  hon- 
ors for  Utali  State  with  37  coun- 
ters— 24  of  them  coming  in  the 
first  half.  BYU’s  John  Fairchild 
accounted  for  30  of  BYU’s  total. 

THE  BIGGEST  difference  came 
from  BYU’s  balance.  All  five 
starters  scored  in  double  figures: 
Kramer  had  12.  Roberts  10,  Ne- 
melka 21  and  Gardner  14.  State 
couldn't  match  this  balance,  but 
they  never  conceeded  defeat. 

Nearly  14,000  fans  watched 
the  game  live  on  campus.  10,689 
fans  crowded  into  the  fieldhouse 
to  see  the  game  in  person  and 
3230  students  watched  the  game 

on  large-screen,  closed-circuit

A major  step  in  the  growth  of 
the  school  system  of  The  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  has  taken  place.  Monday 
morning  Dr.  Harvey  L.  Taylor 
assumed  the  role  of  administra- 
tor of  the  Unified  Church  School 
System  and  Dr.  Ernest  L.  Wil- 
kinson was  assigned  full  respon- 
sibilities as  president  of  the  Brig- 
ham Young  University. 

THE  MOVE,  announced  by  the 
First  Presidency,  divides  duties 
formerly  held  by  Dr.  Wilkinson 
as  Chancellor  of  the  school  sys- 
tem, an  office  which  has  now 
been  abolished.  Dr.  Taylor  will 
direct  the  Church  education  pro- 
grom  for  colleges,  seminaries  and 
institutes  in  the  United  States, 
Mexico  and  the  Pacific  Islands 
and  will  work  under  the  Church 
Board  of  Education. 

Dr.  Wilkinson  will  have  charge 
of  the  rapidly  growing  Brigham 
Young  University  and  its  auxil- 
iaries, and  wiU  work  under  the 
BYU  Board  of  Trustees. 

THE  SEPARATION  of  respon- 
sibilities within  the  system  was 
eminent  due  to  the  tremendous 
growth  of  the  Church  school  pro- 
gram, officials  explained. 

Concerning  the  administrative 
changes  Dr.  Wilkinson  said: 

“I  FEEL  RELIEVED  now  that 
I will  not  have  charge  of  the  en- 
tire Church  school  system  which 
has  involved  two  tremendous 
areas  of  responsibility.  I am  glad 
I can  now  concentrate  my  ef- 
forts on  making  BYU  the  school 
of  destiny.  That  in  and  of  itself 
is  a position  that  can  well  take 
my  full  time. 

“In  the  administration  of  his 
duties  Dr.  Harvey  Taylor  will 
have  my  full  support  and  cooper- 
ation. It  is  contemplated  that  in 
the  administration  of  the  other 
Church  schools  the  unification 
that  has  silready  been  obtained 
will  continue,  and  the  facilities 
of  the  Brigham  Young  University 
will  be  availed  of  to  eissist  in  the 
working  out  of  the  entire  edu- 
cational program.  My  best  wish- 
es go  to  Dr.  Taylor  in  his  new 
responsibilities.' 

THE  NEW  administrator.  Dr. 
Taylor,  commented  thus  on  his 
appointment: 

“I  feel  the  tremendous  respon- 


sibility in  the  position  of  direct- 
ing the  studies  of  more  than  140,- 
000  young  people  in  the  Church 
school  system.” 

UNDER  DR.  Wilkinson’s  lead- 
ei'ship  during  the  past  13  years 
the  Unified  Church  School  Sys- 
tem has  experienced  spectacular 
growth.  Enrollment  at  the  BYU 
increased  from  5,957  to  16,636 
full-time  students  and  the  Uni- 
versity became  the  largest 
C h u r c h-related  institution  of 
higher  education  in  the  country. 

Seminary  enrollment  grew  from 
34,467  in  116  full-time  and  168 
part-time  seminaries  in  1953-54

Editor’s  Note:  This  is  the  fourth 
In  a series  of  book  re>iews  of  the 
Academic  Emphasis  Committee's  Books 
erf  The  Year  1965.  Louis  Midgley, 
Assistant  Professor  in  political  sci- 
ence dept,  was  asked  to  comment  on 
both  1984  and  Brave  New  World. 

by  Louis  Midgley 
Both  1984  and  Brave  New 
World  present  pictures  or  “vis- 
ions” of  the  future.  In  this  they 
are  not  unique.  Not  all  of  the 
“visions”  of  the  future  are  as 
ominous  and  pessimistic  as  1984 
and  Brave  New  W’orld.  The  fic- 
tional accounts  of  the  future 
have  usually  pictured  a stage 
of  history  in  which  the  ambigui- 
ties of  life  are  conquered;  they 
have  mostly  been  fully  optimistic 
and  affirmative. 

For  example,  Dostoevsky’s 
Notes  from  Underground  present 
the  image  of  the  “crystal  palace” 
as  the  realized  utopia,  only  to  in- 
sist  that  some  men  would  prefer 
a chicken  coop  in  order  to  remain 
free  and  responsible.  A negative 
utopia  was  also  presented  in  Dos- 
toevsky’s tale  of  the  Grand  in- 
quisitor. More  and  more  intellec- 
tuals have  come  to  believe  that 
the  fruits  of  education,  science, 
technology  and  “social  engineer- 
ing,” contrary  to  the  prevailing 
optimism  may  turn  out  to  be 
demonic,  or  at  least  not  unambi- 
guously good.  Brave  New  World 
and  1984  show  this  concern. 

SOME  HAVE  SEEN  in  utop- 
ianism the  secularization  of  the 
Biblical  view  of  history.  Utopian- 
ism is  secularized  eschatology. 
IMan  made  utopia  takes  the  place 
of  the  Kingdom  of  God.  If  this 
view  is  true,  it  points  to  the  sign-

ificance  of  the  negative  utopias. 
Both  the  novels  under  considera- 
tion land  many  others  could  be 
mentioned,  lor  example,  Zamia- 
tin’s We)  paint  a dark  picture 
of  a demonic  future  created  by 
man  without  God.  What  can  man 
do  with  his  history?  The  nega- 
tive utopias  point  to  the  limits  of 
human  endeavor. 

By  force  and  violence,  man 
cannot  establish  the  Kingdom  of 
God  (Orwell),  neither  can  he  em- 
ploy science  and  tedmology  to 
achieve  an  unambiguous  “heaven” 
(Huxley).  Some  will  hate  all  the 
unpleasantness,  the  gloom  and 
the  doom,  in  these  two  books. 
They  despise  or  ignore  the  scrip- 
tures for  the  same  reason.  Others 
will  want  to  use  them  (especially 
1984)  as  a weapon  in  the  cold 
war  or  in  some  narrow  partisan 
cause  on  the  domestic  front.  They 
will  fail  to  see  the  significance 
of  these  novels  for  the  human 
predicament  generally. 

WHY  SHOULD  NOV’ELS  that 
describe  the  scientific  or  political 
patternization  of  society  receive 
any  attention?  The  conquest  of 
the  natural  environment  by  man’s 
reason,  which  the  utopias  of  the 
Renaissance  and  Enlightenment 
considered  the  vehicle  for  liber- 
ating man,  is  now  seen  as  the 
agent  that  will  eventually  de- 
prive man  of  the  possibility  of 
freedom,  responsibility  and  in- 
dividual self-affirmation.  Orwell 
pictures  a world  dominated  by 
ruthless  force  and  violence. 

Huxley  suggests  that  violence 
and  force  are  inefficient  methods 
for  controlling  man.  Man  should 
be  made  to  like  what  he  is  about 
to  get;  this  can  be  accomplished 
by  ‘conditioning”  and  by  drugs. 
B.  F.  Skinner,  Harv’ard  psychol- 
ogist and  inventor  of  a mechan- 
ical baby  sitter,  actually  advo- 
cates such  a program  (see  his 
Walden  Two).  Plato,  the  author

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of  an.  early  secular  utopia  and 
the  darling  of  contemporary  con- 
servatives, advocates  a similar 
program  of  “conditioning.”  The 
drug  business  is  new.  But  re- 
member Leary  and  Allport  and 
the  LSD — soma  in  our  time. 

THE  DESIRE  FOR  the  King- 
dom of  Gk)d  does  not  cease;  it 
takes  new  forms.  But  why  should 
Mormons  have  any  interest  in  all 
this?  I’m  sure  that  the  “we-have- 
the-truth,-so-why-think”  crowd 
will  not  tolerate  or  see  the  point 
in  any  of  this.  And  after  having 
seen  and  heard  something  called 
a matinee  “dance”  (with  “music” 
yet)  at  the  Y Center,  I am  con- 
vinced that  no  one  will  be  at  all 
interested  in  any  of  these  ques- 
tions here  at  BYU. 

We  have  already  been  condi- 
tioned not  to  think,  but  just  be 
happy.  The  Brave  New  World, 
our  secular  utopia,  is  closer  than 
we  think.  What  this  means  for 
the  Kingdom  of  God  I am  un- 
willing to  suggest.  Perhaps,  just 
perhaps,  some  few  will  find 

something  of  value  in  these 

books  and  perhaps,  for  the  first 
time  this  year,  this  newspaper 

will  have  some  genuinely  valu- 

able comments.
